Now that he is President, it is\time for Jimmy 
Carter to put Jus money where his mouth is. : 

Actually ', it's your money , but to hear the Carter 
people talk about how much revenue would" be 
"diverted" from -the Treasury by tax cuts, you 
would think that every nickel in the U.S. economy 
belongs to the Federal government except those it 
decides to let the people keep. 

If the Carterites really believe that, the 
American market system is in for a very rough 
four years. 

During the pre-Inauguration weeks, Carter and 
his economic advisers danced back and forth over 
their economic "stimulation" package, keeping 
everyone guessing about Federal job programs 
and tax cuts. '; -r 

CONVENTIONAL WISDOM 

■■.'". - • - '« 

So far, they seem to be accepting the 
conventional wisdom that 1 across-the-board tax 
cuts are fiscally impractical and politically 
impossible. 

At the rate they are going, Carter's economists 
will probably end up with a mixture that includes 
some Federal job programs and selective tax cuts. 
The results will be predictable: \ 
. The job programs will be launched with fanfare, 
will sputter, then fade away. The tax cuts will put 
$100 or so in a few thousand pockets - once - and the 
dollars will then find their way under mattresses 
or into savings accounts and refrigerator and car 
payments. ~ ' ' 

What the economy needs, of course, is not a little 
pump priming, but an all-out effort to curb 
inflation. As it is, workers (both blue Collar and. 
white) are penalized when they get cost-of-living 
wage increases that throw them into higher tax 
brackets. Often, the value of the increased income 
is nullified. And higher wage earners, facing the 
even steeper progression of high marginal tax 
rates, simply don't have the incentive to work 
harder to earn more. 

Indexation -adjusting tax rates to take into 
account the impact of inflation - should actually 
bring more, not less, money into the Treasury. 
With incentive goes productivity; hence, an 
expanding economy. Broad gauge tax cuts in the 
Harding-Coolidge years and in the Kennedy years 
produced revenues above the Treasury's predic- 
tions. \
